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THE FRENCH IMPERIAL FETE. 


Tux Emperor's fete, on Taesday week, turned out a dreadful 
failure, rain haviog commenced about four in the alternoon and 
lasted more or less heavily until eight at right The basin opposite 
the Palace formed the centre of splendid decorations, consisting of 
łofty pillars of coloured lamps of various hues, the whole united 
tcgether by long festoons of small white globes which would look 
lik» pearls at night. The imperial crown and letter N figured 
alternately on each column, the former in gold-coloured lampe, and 
the letter in crimson, the underground being green. From the 
palace to the fountain and along the avenues at each side were 
erected long lines of poles covered with lamps in the style of the 
rich arcades, but with the addition of Ohinese lanterns of various 
colours, moving freely in the wind. Down the long avenue to the 
Place de la Ooncerde were placed lofty flagetsfis, each bearing a 
tricolor, and adorned below with the imperial orown in gold and 
the N in green, relfeved by other lamps, white, yellow, and red. 
Io the Placa itself the fountains were surrounded with flowering 
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shrubs on which the waters played. Between them and the Obelisk 
were erected two poles of immense height, bearing trioclonred flags 
of great dimensions and megnificently embroidered in gold. The 
Obelisk itself presented a very curious appearance. The pedestal 
wes transformed into 8 sort of Assyrian garden, with steps of granite 
leading up on each of the four sides. Palms and other eastern 
plants were growing there, with immense flower-stands a` the 
corners, bearing clusters of white and crimson globes, which when 
lit up at night ought to produce a most splendid effect. All round 
the pillar itself a network of gas pipes was arranged so as to enable the 
Obelisk to be transformed at a given moment into a column of fire; 
the four sides of the immense monolith would then display dazzling 
palm leaves supporting the imperial initials, and formed of nearly 
50,000 jets of fiame. The clusters of white and crimson lampe 
below were in unison with long lines of similar ornamentation 
which went round the whole placa, and up the long avenue of the 
Ohampe- Elysees as far as the eye could reach. ‘The triumphal arch 
at the end was at night to be surmounted with a crown of electric 
light running along the whole front. Each of the bronze lamp-

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THE ENGLISH AND FRENCH OOMBINED FLEETS. 


A LETTER from Oberbourg of August 15 thus describes the arrival 
of the Koglish fleet at thie port :— 
“ The English iron Channel fleet and their wooden consorts cast 
anchor in tbe Roads last night at 6 30 The run across had been 
more or lese boisterous for all the vesala. There was a strong bead- 
wind from tbe south-west, right iu the teeth of tue squadron, and 
some of the fronclads made heavy weather of it as they went 
pluvging through the swell. The poor yachts were sosttered 
everywhere up ard down the Obannel, et gering wildly under e 
press of canvas that almost threatened to overwhelm them entirely 
Apparently the ships of the quadron themselves must have fouod 
< nsiderable diffoalty in keeping their proper eailivg order, for the 
Coustavce contrived to rua into the Liverpool with euch success as 
to cat away her mizen-cbains, quarter-bosts, and take the mizen- 
topmast out of her; making, in fact, a regular wreck of her stern. 
In this condition the hitherto magnificent-looking frigate was 
reduced at once toa condition which put any exhibition of herself 
in Cherbourg Roade out of the question. She was signalled to 
return, end sorrowfully went abont, no doubt to the great chagrin 
and mortification of ‘all her officers and officers’ friends on 
board, whe thus found themselves, when almost in sight of Oher- 
boarg, robbed of their share in the nautical display. yond this, 
aud watching the fearful way the Fire Queen was pitching and 
surging to a ses, there was nothing of much interest in the cruise 
acrore. Occasionally, far to leeward, a yacht was seen almost ae 
white as the breakers she was straggling with; but this was all, 
till the misty headlands of Cherbourg rose in view. The fleet en- 


tered the harbour soon ifter six p.m.. Late as it was, some one 
among the many clustere of forte saluted the Eoglish flag Acoord- 
ing to the Eoglish custom, however, not to fire after six pm., our 
sbips remstned mnte to this thundering welcome. The west end of 
the harbour, the post of honour—that is, the most convenient and 
the safest—was given to the vessels of the visitors. French pilots 
boarded them as fast as they came in, and guided each to the moor- 
inge, which formed them up in three lines. The outer line was 
formed by the Constance, the Octavia, the Research, the Hector, 
and the French frigate Heroine, an irouclad new from the 
yaa at L'Orient. The second line consisted of the Black 

rince, the Urgent, the Defence, ard the Magenta, the 
latter the flagship of the French Mear-Admiral, le Baron 
de la Ronciere Noury. The third line was formed by the Prince 
Consort, the Achilles, and the French frigate the Flandre. The 
stately-looking flagship of Admiral Daores, the Edgar, was placed 
almost in the centre of the harbour, on the west of which Jay the 
Royal Sovereign, and next to ber again lay two fine French frigates 
Whe, we say that very many other smel'er French sbips of war 
were soattere? about, that our own vessels, E.chantress Salamis 
Fire Qaren, Trivcalo, Bpr gh'ly Ko, were grouped abont, and the 
inter» fora between them filled ap w th oro «de of yeohts, excarsion 
ereamers and pleasure boats, it will easily be understood how fall 
and gey the harbour looked.

Napoleon I., erected on the Quay Napoleon, at Oherbourg, facing 
the Place d'Armes, and which was eb Fa taga during the 
Emperor's visit in 1858. It is the work of M Leveel. who, only six 
years previous, was a grocer’s boy in the village of Briquebeo, in 
Normandy He had a vatural taste for the fine arta, and found 
means to visit Paris, where he became a pupil of the celebrated 
Budde, and made extraordinery in his studies. He was 
selected to execute this work, no doubt, because he was a native of 
the environs of Cherbourg. as well as on scoount of hie precocious 
talent. The statue, which ie of bronze, is fifteen feet in beight and 
stands on a gravite pedestal, composed of sixty-four blocks, four of 
which cov of raza dimensioes, weighing upwards of fifteen 
tons. Originally it was intended to bave placed the statue so that 
the hand of the Emperor would point towards the English cosst, 
bot it ie now placed with the horce's flack, and not his bead, to- 
warde the north.

The cure of a church in Brest has written a letter to Admiral

Os the morning of the 29th inst. the fleets of France and Eogland, 
now anchored together at Breet, will make thelr formal entry into 
Bpithesd, when the splendid fetes, banquets, and balls with which 
our Lords of the Admiralty and tke officers of our fleet have been 
entertained by our gallant neighbours across Channel will be re- 
turned, in some degree, by us, end the good feeling and respect for 
each other existing between the two greatest maritime Powers of 
Eorope be continued and fittingly celebrated by s courteous inter- 
change of hospitalities. 

The combined fleets are expected to arrive off the Isle of Wight 
during the evening of the 28 ch, bat will not heave in sight from the 
admiral's flag-ship in Portsmouth Harbour until eight a m. on the 
following dey. At about that time the Emperor's screw yacht 
Reine Hortense, with her Majesty's pa‘dle yacht Osborne, and 
the Admiralty paddle yacht Enchantress, will lead the way 
in from the Ohannel for Bpitheed, followed by the French and 
English ships, the former holding the post of honour. Oa 
board the Reine Hortense will most probably be M. de Ohasseloup- 
Laubat, Minister of the French Imperial Marine, and on board the 
Osborne and the Enchantress the English Lorde of the Admiralty.

Vague 
hints he did at times let fall about his follies or misfortunes, and 
the loss cf money having compelled him to edopt the calling of 8 
bilifard-marker, in order to obtain an honest livelihood,” aa be 
himself once put it, bat beyond these allusione he preserved what 
wea doubtless a judicious reticonce He was not at all fond of 
drink, we are assured, and this abstinence to è great extent from 
the use of stimulants enabled him the better to keep his owu çoun- 
sel. His temperance was not altogether s matter of necessity, in 
the sepse that because cf his poverty he could not get liquor, be- 
cause he has been known to exhibit a positive aversion to sopining 
like indulgence. A person who knew him intimately while in 
Glasgow gave his opinion on thie point in the emphatic form that 
“the man ooulda't dzink;” while another, who for some months 
saw bim almost daily, says he thought Southey (tbe name by which 
he was known in Glasgow) *' too cool and sharp a fellow ever to get 
drunk.” He was of rather a gloomy temperament, even at this 
time, and often lamented his hard fate in being compelled to remain 
a billiard -marker, £o that he came to be looked upon as “an un- 
happy sort of fellow, who always wished to be better off than he was.” 
He pushed about in various directions, we are informed, to eke out 
a liviog of a kind to satisfy his genteel aspirations, and at one time 
had a commission upon any sales of wines which he could effect 
in this city on bebalf of a person engaged in the trade, attending 
mean while to his ordinary work in the billiard-room. 

Thas he struggied on for some months, always managing to 
keep his head above water, bot not making progress enough to 
as\isfy a person of his ambitious longinge. Towards the end of 
1858 he turned up in a billiard room in Trongate, and here he 
remained, although latterly the business wes owrried on under 
a different proprietor, till the month of August, 1859. He was better 
known by this time, and although still following out his old calling 
of a billiard marker, he mansged at times to do a little business at 
the table on his own account. Glasgow, however, was not so 
fruitful in wealthy antagonists as the scenes of his later sd- 
ventures would appear to have been, and his pickings do not 
appear to havo been of a very heavy description. It is but just to 
say that his employers in Glasgow covour in giving him ® high 
character while he rem: ined in their service, and are not awere that 
he was in the habit of taking advantage of those who were uuskilfal 
in the game. But those who knew him best while removed from 
managerial supervision speak of him as accustomed, when this 
could be done with safety, to lure the unwary by disguising his 
accomplishment at billiards until the stake was sufficiently im- 
portant to jasily the exercise of his powers. After leaving the 
estabtishment at Trongate, he would appear to have gone to another 
house of the same description farther west. A considersble in- 
terval must have elapsed between the date of his leaving the one 
and jsining the other establishment, during which we have not been 
able to treco his movements, because he only held the latter aitua- 
tion for some six months, and fe said to have left the oity for London 
shortly utter quitting it towards the end of 1862. He has himself 
told the story of his life ube quent to bet period.
